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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claims 13 and 31 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

a) On line 1 of claim 13, insert -wherein- before "the database"; 

b) On line 2 of claim 31 , replace "key pad" with -keypad-; 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 4, 5, and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 4 recites the limitation "the short code" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 5 recites the limitation "the short code" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 32 recites the limitation "the code" in line 4. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 

the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-12, 14-28, 31, and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Griswold et al. (U.S. Patent Application Publication # 2002/0052912 A1). 

Consider claim 1 , Griswold et al. disclose a method for accessing resources, 
comprising: receiving, at a mobile device, a code entered by a user (abstract, [0007], 
[0032]); detecting the activation of a web button on the mobile device ([0033]); and 
launching an application on the mobile device, wherein the code is used as a resource 
identifier when the application launches ([0033], [0044]). 

Consider claim 2, and as applied to claim 1 above, Griswold et al. disclose the 
method wherein the application is a browser ([0033]). 

Consider claim 3, and as applied to claim 1 above, Griswold et al. disclose the 
method further comprising: sending the code as the resource identifier from the mobile 
device to a gateway server, wherein the code is not a complete resource identifier 
([0007], [0016], [0032], [0044]). 

Consider claim 4, and as applied to claim 3 above, Griswold et al. disclose the 
method further comprising: identifying, by the gateway server, a complete resource 
identifier that has been associated with the short code by a user ([0032], [0044]). 
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Consider claim 5, and as applied to claim 1 above, Griswold et al. disclose the 
method further comprising: identifying, at the mobile device, a complete resource 
identifier that has been associated with the short code by a user ([0033]); and sending 
the complete resource identifier from the mobile device to a gateway server ([0032]). 

Consider claim 6, and as applied to claim 1 above, Griswold et al. disclose the 
method further comprising: establishing a data session between the mobile device and 
a resource that is associated with the code ([0044]). 

Consider claim 7, and as applied to claim 1 above, Griswold et al. disclose the 
method wherein the code is a string of one or more characters entered via a keypad on 
the mobile device ([0016], [0019], [0042]). 

Consider claim 8, and as applied to claim 1 above, Griswold et al. disclose the 
method wherein the web button is a dedicated button on the mobile device ([0033]). 

Consider claim 9, and as applied to claim 1 above, Griswold et al. disclose the 
method wherein the web button is a programmable key on the mobile device ([0033]). 

Consider claim 10, and as applied to claim 1 above, Griswold et al. disclose 
the method wherein the web button is a menu selection on the mobile device ([0033]). 

Consider claim 11, Griswold et al. disclose a method for establishing a data 
session for a mobile device, comprising: receiving a request to establish the data 
session, wherein the request includes a resource identifier code that is an invalid 
resource identifier ([0033]); converting the resource identifier code to a valid resource 
identifier ([0033]); and establishing the data session between the mobile device and a 
resource associated with the valid resource identifier ([0044]). 
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Consider claim 12, and as applied to claim 11 above, Griswold et al. disclose 
the method further comprising: querying a database using the resource identifier code 
to identify the valid resource identifier ([0006], [0007], [0032], [0044]). 

Consider claim 14, and as applied to claim 11 above, Griswold et al. disclose 
the method wherein the resource identifier code is string of characters entered via a 
keypad on the mobile device ([0016], [0019], [0032]). 

Consider claim 15, and as applied to claim 11 above, Griswold et al. disclose 
the method further comprising: retrieving a plurality of valid resource identifiers 
associated with the resource identifier code; and sending the plurality of valid resource 
identifiers to the mobile device ([0053], [0054]). 

Consider claim 16, and as applied to claim 11 above, Griswold et al. disclose 
the method wherein the resource identifier code is a standardized code for a particular 
resource ([0016]-[0019]). 

Consider claim 17, Griswold et al. disclose a mobile device comprising: a 
browser application ([0008]); and a web button operable to launch the browser on the 
mobile device in response to the activation of the web button, wherein a code that has 
been entered into the mobile device is automatically used as a resource identifier when 
the browser launches ([0033]). 

Consider claim 18, and as applied to claim 17 above, Griswold et al. disclose 
the mobile device wherein the web button is a dedicated button on the mobile device 
([0033]). 
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Consider claim 19, and as applied to claim 17 above, Griswold et al. disclose 
the mobile device wherein the web button is a programmable key on the mobile device 
([0033]). 

Consider claim 20, and as applied to claim 17 above, Griswold et al. disclose 
the mobile device wherein the web button is a menu selection on a display on the 
mobile device ([0033]). 

Consider claim 21, and as applied to claim 17 above, Griswold et al. disclose 
the mobile device further comprising: a transmitter for sending the code as the resource 
identifier from the mobile device to a gateway server (2, figure 1, [0032]). 

Consider claim 22, and as applied to claim 17 above, Griswold et al. disclose 
the mobile device wherein the code is not a complete resource identifier ([0007], [0016]- 
[0019]). 

Consider claim 23, and as applied to claim 17 above, Griswold et al. disclose 
the mobile device wherein the browser is operable to establish a data session between 
the mobile device and a resource that a user has associated with the code ([0044]). 

Consider claim 24, and as applied to claim 17 above, Griswold et al. disclose 
the mobile device wherein the code corresponds to a plurality of resource identifiers 
associated with the code, and wherein the plurality of resource identifiers are displayed 
on the mobile device ([0008], [0053], [0054]). 

Consider claim 25, Griswold et al. disclose a system comprising: a server 
coupled to a wireless network and operable to receive requests from mobile devices; 
and a database coupled to the gateway server, the database comprising profile 
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information that associates codes sent from the mobile devices with desired resource 
identifiers (figure 1-4, [0032]-[0034]). 

Consider claim 26, and as applied to claim 25 above, Griswold et al. disclose 
the system wherein the server further comprises: means for detecting data session 
requests from the mobile devices, wherein the data session requests comprise a code 
as the resource identifier ([0032]-[0034]); and means for querying the database to 
determine the desired resource identifier ([0006], [0007], [0044]). 

Consider claim 27, Griswold et al. disclose a method for connecting a mobile 
device to a data service, comprising: receiving a digit string at the mobile device, 
wherein a length of the digit string does not correspond to a standard telephone number 
([0016], [0019]); detecting the activation of a call connection button on the mobile device 
([0094]-[0097]); determining that the digit string does not correspond to a telephone 
number; and launching an application on the mobile device, wherein the application is 
associated with the digit string ([0032], [0033]). 

Consider claim 28, and as applied to claim 27 above, Griswold et al. disclose 
the method wherein the application is a browser and wherein the digit string is used as 
a resource identifier when the browser launches ([0033], [0044]). 

Consider claim 30, and as applied to claim 27 above, Griswold et al. disclose 
the method wherein the call connection button is a button labeled "talk" or "send" on the 
mobile device ([0094]-[0097]). 
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Consider claim 31, and as applied to claim 27 above, Griswold et al. disclose 
the method wherein the digit string comprises one or more characters that appear on a 
keypad of the mobile device ([0016]-[0019]). 

Consider claim 32, Griswold et al. disclose a method for requesting information 
using mobile device comprising: receiving, at a mobile device, digits entered by a user 
(abstract, [0007], [0032]); detecting the activation of a call connection button on the 
mobile device ([0033]); and launching an application on the mobile device, wherein the 
code is used as a resource identifier when the application launches ([0033]-[0044]). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the Examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the Examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

6. Claims 13, 29, and 35-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Griswold et al. (U.S. Patent Application Publication # 2002/0052912 
A1) in view of Lohtia et al. (U.S. Patent Application Publication # 2003/021 1845 A1). 

Consider claim 13, and as applied to claim 12 above, Griswold et al. disclose 
the claimed invention, but may not expressly disclose the method wherein the database 
comprises one or more user profiles that associate the resource identifier code with the 
valid resource identifier. 

In the same field of endeavor, Lohtia et al. disclose the method wherein the 
database comprises one or more user profiles that associate the resource identifier 
code with the valid resource identifier ([0007], [0037]). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to incorporate user profiles as taught by Lohtia et al. 
with the method as disclosed by Griswold et al. for the purpose of effectively accessing 
data services via a mobile device. 
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Consider claim 29, and as applied to claim 27 above, Griswold et al. disclose 
the claimed invention, but may not expressly disclose the method wherein the 
application retrieves data that is requested by a user and wherein the digit string is used 
to identify the requested data. 

In the same field of endeavor, Lohtia et al. disclose the method wherein the 
application retrieves data that is requested by a user and wherein the digit string is used 
to identify the requested data ([0029]-[0031]). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to incorporate the application retrieving data requested 
by a user as taught by Lohtia et al. with the method as disclosed by Griswold et al. for 
the purpose of effectively accessing data services via a mobile device. 

Consider claim 35, Griswold et al. disclose a method for providing information to 
a mobile device, comprising: receiving a request to establish a data session with the 
mobile device, wherein the request includes a resource identifier code that is an invalid 
resource identifier ([0033]) and determining that the resource identifier code is not a 
valid resource identifier ([0031]-[0033]), but does not expressly disclose sending the 
resource identifier code to an SMS application. 

In the same field of endeavor, Lohtia et al. disclose sending the resource 
identifier code to an SMS application (abstract, figure 2, 204-206, [0031]). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to incorporate sending the resource identifier code to 
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an SMS application as taught by Lohtia et al. with the method as disclosed by Griswold 
et al. for the purpose of effectively accessing data services via a mobile device. 

Consider claim 36, and as applied to claim 35 above, Griswold et al., as 
modified by Lohtia et al., disclose the claimed invention, furthermore, Lohtia et al. also 
disclose the method further comprising: creating an SMS message directed to the 
mobile device (figure 2, 206-209, [0031]). 

Consider claim 37, and as applied to claim 35 above, Griswold et al., as 
modified by Lohtia et al., disclose the claimed invention, furthermore, Lohtia et al. also 
disclose the method further comprising: obtaining information associated with the 
resource identifier code; and creating an SMS message directed to the mobile device, 
wherein the SMS message comprises the information associated with the resource 
identifier code (figure 2, 204-209, [0030], [0031]). 

Consider claim 38, and as applied to claim 35 above, Griswold et al., as 
modified by Lohtia et al., disclose the claimed invention, furthermore, Lohtia et al. also 
disclose the method wherein the resource identifier code comprises a digit string 
entered by a user on the mobile device (figure 2, 201, [0030], [0031]). 

7. Claims 33 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Griswold et al. (U.S. Patent Application Publication # 2002/0052912 A1) in view of 
Kalish et al. (U.S. Patent Application Publication # 2002/0077085 A1). 

Consider claim 33, and as applied to claim 32 above, Griswold et al., as 
disclose determining that the digits are not a valid resource identifier; replacing the 
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digits with an associated valid resource identifier; and sending a data connection 
request using the associated valid resource identifier ([0031]-[0033], [0039]). 

In the same field of endeavor, Kalish et al. disclose the method executed at the 
mobile device ([0032]). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to incorporate determining, replacing, and sending a 
valid resource identifier at the mobile device as taught by Kalish et al. with the method 
as disclosed by Griswold et al. for the purpose of effectively accessing data services via 
a mobile device. 

Consider claim 34, and as applied to claim 32 above, Griswold et al., as 
disclose the claimed invention, but does not expressly disclose the method further, at 
the mobile device, searching a stored list of resource identifiers for a valid resource 
identifier that is associated with the digits. 

In the same field of endeavor, Kalish et al. disclose the method further, at the 
mobile device, searching a stored list of resource identifiers for a valid resource 
identifier that is associated with the digits ([0031]-[0033]). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to incorporate searching a stored list of resource 
identifiers for a valid resource identifier that is associated with the digits at the mobile 
device as taught by Kalish et al. with the method as disclosed by Griswold et al. for the 
purpose of effectively accessing data services via a mobile device.
